Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Obviousness-type double patenting. Applicants argue that 
the claims in the present application are not obvious over the cell populations in the '589 Patent, because the methods require butyrate 
as an ingredient in the methods, whereas the use of butryate is neither taught nor suggested in the claims of the '589 patent. Applicants 
argue that there is nothing that ties the claims of the issued patent to those of the instant invention and that because butryate is not in the 
claimed product of the '589 patnet, as an explicitly required feture, the doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting does not apply. 
These arguments have been considered and are found persuasive, because the products claimed in the '589 patent do not recite 
butyrate.. 

Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

112, 1 st U rejection, for enablement. The claim amendments are not entered, thus, the prior rejection of record is maintained. Applicants 
argue that it is unnecessary to indicate the concentration of butyrate needed to effect differentiation because the specification exemplifies 
butyrate concentrations that are effect, and that the reader could deviate from the exemplified concentration without undue 
experimentation. This is not found to be persuasive. Firstly, "butyrate" encompasses a wide range (such as sodium butrate, isobutrate). 
The specification is only found to be enabling with regard to sodium butyrate, and thus, the enabled scope has been determined as so. 
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
